I 
mention  this  only  because  over  this  weekend,  while  in  Las  Vegas,  I 
received  in  change  from  a five  dollar  bill  three  metal  dollars,  two  of 
which  were  Ike  dollars  and  one  a 1922  PEACE  SILVER  DOLLAR.  I 
almost  dropped  dead,  I was  so  excited,  and  it  made  my  trip.  Some 
people  just  don’t  know  the  difference.  I hasten  to  mention,  it  has 
been  over  two  years  since  I received  a silver  dime  in  change.  You 
should  hear  that  I only  came  out  a winner  in  the  exhibits,  and  a loser 
at  the  slots  and  Keno  tables.  I was  delighted  to  see  good  111.  N.  A. 
member  Gary  Lonnon  at  the  Las  Vegas  show. 

Down  to  the  purpose  of  this  message.  First,  I would  like  to  call 
for  nominations  for  111.  N.  A.  officers  and  the  three  board  seats  to  be 
filled.  I personally  will  not  run  for  reelection  this  year,  but  will  be- 
come Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  will  serve  for  the  next 
two  years  in  this  automatic  seat.  We  must  have  nominations  for 
President,  Vice  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  — these  are  the 
four  officers  — and  three  board  members  are  to  be  elected.

The  111.  N.  A.  board  of  directors  will  meet  at  noon,  in  Joliet,  on 
Sunday,  April  20,  1975,  at  the  site  of  the  annual  Will  County  Coin 
Show,  Holiday  Inn  South  on  Interstate  80  at  Larkin  Avenue.  Any  writ- 
ten or  oral  communications  should  be  brought  up  or  expressed  at 
that  time. 

I understand  there  are  as  many  as  thirty  plus  members  of  ANA 
running  for  the  various  seats  on  the  ANA  board  this  August.  Like- 
wise, several  good  ANA  members  are  running  for  each  respective  of- 
ficer position.  As  a member  club  of  ANA,  we  will  discuss  our  endorse- 
ments if  any  at  the  next  111.  N.  A.  board  meeting,  since  our  conven- 
tion follows  the  ANA  election.  I certainly  hope  that  all  new  ANA 
officers  will  see  fit  to  attend  the  Illinois  state  convention  this  year 
in  Springfield  at  the  Holiday  Inn  East  during  September,  and  that 
each  111.  N.  A.  member  can  meet  them,  and  that  any  111.  N.  A.  member 
who  is  not  a member  of  ANA  will  consider  joining  the  national  as- 
sociation. Likewise,  that  applies  to  any  ANA  member,  especially  re- 
siding in  the  state  of  Illinois;  each  should  join  and  support  their  own 
state  organization.  Now  for  out  of  state  residents,  in  the  remaining 
49  states,  each  and  every  one  of  you  is  welcome  and  I encourage  you 
to  join  us,  as  I look  forward  to  personally  meeting  with  you,  and 
sponsoring  your  application. 

At  this  time,  I would  like  to  speak  on  Exhibiting  at  the  Illinois 
State  show.  This  coming  September  we  need  Exhibitors,  the  more  we 
have  the  better  the  show  is.  I appeal  to  you  to  consider  setting  up 
a competitive  exhibit.

Enclosed  are  my  checks  for  my  advertising  . . , 

You  are  doing  a great  job  on  the  COIN  DIGEST.  I did  enjoy  your 
“Three  Leg”  article  in  the  January,  1975,  issue. 

Would  you  like  a suggestion,  regarding  your  “Illinois  Area  Coin 
Shows”?  I am  sure  it  is  helpful  to  have  these  listed,  but  with  all  of 
the  commercial  (and  they  are  by  no  means  shows  . . . just  bourses) 
listings,  it  gets  too  monotonous  to  bother  reading  them  all.  I would 
suggest  that  you  put  the  real  “shows”  (my  definition  would  be  one 
that  is  sponsored  by  a Coin  Club,  and  has  Exhibits  and  some  educa- 
tion as  well  as  the  Bourse  Area)  in  bold  type,  so  they  would  be 
easily  spotted.  The  “commercial”,  or  “bourses”  listings  are  getting  a 
little  free  advertising,  while  the  “shows”  are  actually  promulgating 
Numismatics  . . . our  Club’s  main  concern. 

Would,  also,  suggest  that  at  the  end  of  your  listing,  you  list  (or 
re-list,  if  it  be  the  case)  all  of  the  future  known  dates  and  places  of 
our  111.  N.  A.  shows,  and  the  known  shows  of  the  A.N.A.  and  the 
C.S.N.S.  . . . since  these  would  be  of  interest  to  most  of  our  members, 
even  tho  they  would  be  “out  of  state”.  (Similar  to  The  Numismatist). 

Just  went  thru  the  list,  and  out  of  69  listings,  only  believe  there 
were  9 “shows”: 

1/26  Muncie;  2/23  Gibson  City;  3/23  Springfield 
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2/9  Rantoul;  3/16  Freeport;  4/20  Joliet 
2/23  Dupo;  3/16  Kankakee;  4/20  Niles

This  is  the  first  written  complaint  about  the  bourse  listings  that 
the  editor  has  received,  although  he  has  heard  of  others  through  the 
grapevine.  Sensitive  to  these  criticisms,  he  has  tried  always  to  clearly 
differentiate  between  the  commercial  bourses  and  the  true  coin  shows, 
and  further  — where  possible  — to  make  the  listing  for  bourses  short- 
er, and  for  shows  longer,  to  give  shows  more  prominence. 

But  this  seems  not  to  be  enough,  and  so,  with  thanks  to  Mr.  No- 
lan, from  this  issue  on  the  show  listings  will  be  printed  all  in  boldface 
type.  All  club-sponsored  shows  will  be  so  listed;  it  is  hoped  that  they 
all  have  exhibits  and  possibly  educational  programs. 

Partly  behind  these  criticisms,  though,  is  a lack  of  recognition 
that  coin  buying  habits  have  changed,  at  least  in  the  Chicago  area. 
The  editor  is  not  a promoter  of,  nor  a dealer  at,  any  of  these  bourses, 
but  merely  reports  those  that  come  to  his  attention.  The  great  number 
of  bourses  listed  is  an  accurate  reflection  of  the  situation  today.  Com- 
mercial bourses  are  firmly  entrenched  in  Chicago  area  numismatics 
and  attract  far  more  visitors  than  the  occasional  shows  do.  And  this 
is  where  III.  N.  A.  has  its  greatest  opportunity  for  growth  — in  provid- 
ing the  only  comprehensive  guide  to  these  bourses,  and  in  being  dis- 
tributed at  them  (see  following  letter). 

As  for  the  “ free  advertising ” complaint,  the  editor  always  asks  the 
bourse  promoter  to  join  111.  N.  A.  whenever  he  drops  off  sample  copies 
— listing  his  bourse  — to  be  distributed.  Only  once  has  he  been  turn- 
ed down , at  a stamp  and  coin  bourse,  and  even  there  there  was  an 
III.  N.  A.  member  with  a table.  Most  of  the  bourse  promoters  and  a 
fair  number  of  the  dealers  are  in  fact  III.  N.  A.  members.  Of  course 
club  shows  are  listed  whether  the  club  is  an  III.  N.  A.  member  or  not, 
and  whether  they  seek  a profit  or  not. 

In  the  editors  opinion,  the  COIN  DICES!’  is  not  the  place  to  list 
all  future  A.N.A.  and  C.S.N.S.  conventions,  but  those  for  the  current 
year  have  been  added.  Our  own  III.  N.  A.  convention  is  usually  list- 
ed, but  was  left  out  in  January  due  to  lack  of  space.  It  is  back  now. 
The  date  and  site  were  mentioned  elsewhere  in  that  issue,  so  it  was 
felt  no  harm  was  done.  The  1976  convention  cannot  be  listed  yet  be- 
cause the  dates  have  not  been  fixed  — Editor.
